“I’m running for pres¬ 
ident to return our coun¬ 
try to the principles of 
liberty and limited gov¬ 
ernment,” Paul wrote on 
his website Tuesday.

Jobless 
rate keeps 
on falling 

Unemployment con¬ 
tinues to fall in Gallatin 
County, according to the 
Kentucky Office of Em¬ 
ployment and Training. 

The jobless rate here 
dropped to 6.1 percent in 
February from January’s 
rate of 6.6, according to 
state figures. Unemploy¬ 
ment in Gallatin County 
last February was 8.6 
percent. 

Unemployment also 
continues to fall in the 
eight county Northern 
Kentucky region with

There will be a famil¬ 
iar face on the Gallatin 
County bench when the 
Wildcats take the court 
next fall. Gallatin Coun¬ 
ty High School principal 
Jon Jones will return 
next year to coach the 
high school’s boys bas¬ 
ketball team. 

Jones has been the 
team’s coach for 21 
years but was promoted 
from dean of students 
to high school principal 
last fall. After accepting 
the principal’s job, Jones 
said he would probably 
have to leave coaching 
when the past season 
was finished. 

“I thought about it 
carefully over the last 
few months, talked it 
over with my family and 
Superintendent (Travis) 
Huber and have decided 
to stay on as coach,” said 
Jones. “It’s something 
I love to do. We have a 
lot of good young talent 
coming back and I think 
we’ll put a competitive 
team on the court next 
year.” 

Jones, who also shares 
the title of athletic direc¬ 
tor with Linda Edmond¬ 
son, has coached varsity 
basketball at the school 
longer than anyone else. 
He also taught econom¬ 
ics, geography, world 
civilizations, Kentucky 
history and special edu¬ 
cation before moving 
into administration. 

“I’m committed to 
helping our students get 
the best education pos¬ 


sible and helping our 
teachers graduate stu¬ 
dents who are career and 
college ready,” Jones 
said after being hired as 
principal. 

He explained at first 
he was concerned coach¬ 
ing would interfere with 
his work as principal. 
Now, after completing 
the basketball season, 
he’s convinced he has 
time to do both jobs 
well. 

Jones’s coaching re¬ 
sume is impressive. He 
has more than 300 wins 
and five Class A 8th 
Region championships. 
The Wildcats advanced 
to the 8th Region cham¬ 
pionship game in 2008 
and came close to win¬ 
ning a spot in the Sweet 
16 Kentucky State Tour¬ 
nament. He has also 
been selected 8th Region 
Coach of the Year mul¬ 
tiple times. Several of 
the titles his teams won 
came when his sons, 
Taylor (Class of 2008) 
and Zac (Class of 2010), 
were playing for their 
father. 

Jones said several tal¬ 
ented players from this 
year’s team will return 
next year. 

“The competition in 
this region is always 
extremely tough,” said 
Jones. “We’re lucky to 
have good freshmen, 
sophomores and juniors 
returning. I’m already 
looking forward to get¬ 
ting next year’s team 
ready to play.”

There’s a fascinating new book out 
called The Invaders. It was written by 
Pat Shipman, a highly respected profes¬ 
sor of anthropology at Penn State Uni¬ 
versity. 

The Invaders examines the evo¬ 
lution of man from the beginning of 
time. Shipman has an interesting theory 
about how humans ended up on top of 
the food chain and drove another two- 
legged creature, the Neanderthals, into 
extinction. 

For many years, scientists thought 
humans evolved from Neanderthals, 
who first showed up on this planet as far 


back as 400,000 years ago. 

That theory has been disproved. Sci¬ 
entists now believe Neanderthals and 
humans were a separate species diverged 
from a common ancestor in Africa. 

It’s known that Neanderthals thrived 
for tens of thousands of years. They used 
fire, built boats, painted pictures, cooked 
meat and vegetables, made tools and may 
have even played musical instruments. 

They had bigger brains than humans, 
sharper vision, were stronger and could 
tolerate colder temperatures. Then, about 
42,000 years ago. Neanderthals entered a 
steep decline and eventually went extinct 
along with many of the large animals that 
shared the continent with them. 

Humans, on the other hand, thrived 
and multiplied, while the physically 
stronger Neanderthals vanished from the 
planet. 


Shipman thinks she has discovered 
the reason for this evolutionary develop¬ 
ment and it has to do with the four-legged 
animals that live in many of our homes 
today. 

She says humans, unlike Neander¬ 
thals, were able to domesticate wolf-like 
creatures and turn them into what we 
know today as dogs. Not only did dogs 
provide companionship but they also 
could run like the wind, had an acute 
sense of smell, keen vision and teeth that 
could rip through the toughest flesh. 

There’s abundant evidence that as 
man multiplied, other species vanished. 
Whenever man moved into a new region, 
he soon became that region’s top predator 
with the help of his best friend, his dog. 

After modem man made it to Europe, 
he killed off the Neanderthals, cave bears, 
big cats, woolly mammoths in a few 


thousand years. 

Shipman writes that man’s dog was 
a domesticated fellow-predator who 
helped him mn faster, see and smell 
better, ward off enemies and guard his 
kills. The Neanderthals and other big 
animals, according to the author, didn’t 
have a chance. 

After reading Shipman’s theories, I 
gained a new respect for my two dogs. 
Lucky, a big goofy Golden Retriever, 
and Ginkgo, a small mutt with a big 
heart. Sunday afternoon, I asked them if 
they felt like heading out to bring down 
a big cave bear or a woolly mammoth. 

Neither seemed interested, howev¬ 
er. Instead, Lucky indicated he would 
like to have one of the dog treats I keep 
in the pantry and all Ginkgo wanted to 
do was lie in the sun and have her belly 
mbbed. 
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The ancient migration of 
the Monarch Butterfly 

The ice has receded and the birds of spring 
have returned to Gallatin County. Robins hop 
across our lawns, searching for the early worm, 
Chinmey Swifts twist and turn and dive above 
our heads, Grackles take to the skies, so black 
they glisten as they flit through our trees. 

Very soon now, another, more fragile long-dis¬ 
tance commuter—the black and orange Monarch 
butterfly will be seen in our backyards. 

Millions of frail, fluttery Monarchs fly 2,500 
miles or more every spring from a volcanic moun¬ 
tain east of Mexico City to the same “homes” in 
the U.S. they left the preceding September. 

Unlike migratory birds, which can fly at great 
heights, the Monarch flits across the width of the 
nation at an altitude of only 15 feet. 

Flying around buildings, through cities, over 
plains, and along waterways, the handsome but¬ 
terfly covers about 80 miles a day. The flocks stop 
only briefly to feed on flowers. At night, they 
cluster by Ae thousands in trees along the route. 

The fragile creatures find it difficult to fly in 
temperatures below 50 degrees, and if they’re 
caught in a cold snap during their long journey, 
they fall helplessly to the ground, becoming easy 
prey for predators. And that’s led to fewer of these 
magnificent insects in recent years. 

Why does the Monarch return to Mexico every 
year? 

Lepidopterists believe the butterfly evolved in 
Mexico many thousands of years ago, long before 
man, as we Imow him, walked the earth. 

As the glaciers melted, the Monarchs expanded 
their breeding grounds farther and farther to the 
north and through the alchemy of life they cre¬ 
ated a generation endowed with a secret only they 
know-how to return to their ancient home.

Federal money comes with strings attached 


It happens frequently with 
politicians. 

When the federal government 
waves big money in front of state 
lawmakers—especially for sexy 
projects that politicians can rush 
back to their districts, wave big 
checks and claim credit for—it’s 
almost impossible for policymak¬ 
ers from a poor state like Ken¬ 
tucky not to feel the euphoria and 
gladly accept it. 

Federal dollars now comprise 
more than 35 percent of Ken¬ 
tucky’s general revenues. More 
than $8 billion of the $23 billion 
that Kentucky collected in gen¬ 
eral revenues in 2013 came from 
Washington. According to State 
Budget Solutions, only four states 
received more federal-aid dollars 
than Kentucky. 

Nationwide spending on fed¬ 
eral grants to states and local 
governments has grown from $24 
billion in 1970 to $640 billion to¬ 
day. In 2010, there were 1,100 
different grants totaling $608.4 
billion—17 percent of the entire 
federal budget—waved in front 
of states. 

Most troublesome is the rapid 
growth we’ve seen in federal 
grants-in-aid spending in states 
just since the turn of this century. 

The number of states depend¬ 
ing on the federal government for 
at least one-third of their total rev¬ 
enues has more than doubled— 
from 11 in 2001 to 24 states in 
2012 to 30 states in 2013. 

Only nine states have not in¬ 
creased their dependency on fed¬ 
eral-government revenues since 
2001. 

Don’t be fooled into thinking 
Washington is filled with benevo¬ 
lent leaders who want states to 
have resources to spend as they 
see fit. 

An increase in federal fund¬ 
ing results in a corresponding de¬ 
crease in state and local control 


“while threatening the states’ long- 
run autonomy,” writes Washing¬ 
ton Examiner commentator David 
Freddoso. “The reason is that with 
federal patronage comes federal le¬ 
verage.” 

Perhaps no more blatant example 
of this occurred when the Obama 
administration threatened to cut off 
aU federal matching funds if states 
didn’t expand their Medicaid pro¬ 
grams. 

WhUe that particular scheme was 
struck down by the Supreme Court, 
the courts dismayingly have upheld 
the right of Congress to wave fed¬ 
eral doUars to get states to submit 
to its authority—even when such 
power is completely outside the 
feds’ constitutional purview. 

“Congress may achieve by seduc¬ 
tion what it has no power to compel 
directly,” James L. Buckley writes 
in his new book “Saving Congress 
from Itself: Emancipating the States 
and Empowering the People.” 

In 1987, for example, the high 
court in South Dakota v. Dole upheld 
the constitutionaUty of withholding 
federal funds from states whose le¬ 
gal drinking age did not conform to 
what Washington wanted. 

The court’s majority completely 
ignored limits on federal power and 
the Ninth and Tenth amendments— 


which place a majority of authoritj 
in states’ hands—and instead ruled 
that the Constitution’s “general 
welfare” clause essentiaUy invites 
the federal government to seduce 
states with its money. 

Nevertheless, “if the spend¬ 
ing power is to be limited only b> 
Congress’ notion of the general 
welfare, the reality ... is that the 
Spending Clause gives power tc 
the Congress ... to become a par- 
Uament of the whole people, sub¬ 
ject to no restrictions save such as 
are self-imposed,” Justice Sandra 
Day O’Connor wrote in her Dole 
dissent. “This was not the Framers 
plan and it is not the meaning of the 
Spending Clause.” 

The debate here is not aboul 
whether establishing a legal drink¬ 
ing age, educational standards, re¬ 
quiring seatbelts or myriad othei 
policies forced upon states b> 
Washington are good or bad ideas. 

Rather, it’s about which scope 
of authority—the feds or state and 
local governments—is most con¬ 
stitutionally appropriate in which 
to enact such policies, and whethei 
Washington’s use of seduction tc 
get its way is acceptable.

Mild spring weather 
can have a down side 
after a hard winter. On 
sunny days people tend 
to take advantage and 
do outside chores, which 
may include burning de¬ 
bris left by last winter’s 
ice storm. These fires can 
be, and often are danger¬ 
ous, even deadly. 

During a two-day pe¬ 
riod of good weather, 
two separate deaths re¬ 
sulted from debris fires. 
A man died after his 
clothing caught on fire, 
and a fatal heart attack 
came from efforts to 
put out a debris fire that 
had spread to a house. 
A third death came not 
long afterward. On the 
other side of the state, 
an uncontrolled debris 
fire caused a gas line to 
explode, killing the man 
tending the fire. 

These tragedies point 
to a larger problem, warn 
officials of the Kentucky 
Division of Emergency 
Management, the Fed¬ 
eral Emergency Man¬ 
agement Agency and 
the Kentucky Division 
of Forestry. Wildfires 
large and small tend to 
follow storms that leave 
woody debris. Uncon¬ 
trolled burning of debris 
has caused many injuries 
and ruined many acres 
that are not publicized 
like the high-profile cas¬ 
es described above. 

“In early spring,” said 
Leah MacSwords, direc¬ 
tor of the Kentucky Di¬ 
vision of Forestry, “most 
vegetation is dead. 


brown and highly com¬ 
bustible. There is also 
very little green vegeta¬ 
tion to serve as a barrier 
for spreading wildfire. 
We try to remind people 
of these conditions and 
we strongly discour¬ 
age them from conduct¬ 
ing any type of outdoor 
burning.” 

As the weather warms 
and recovery from the 
ice storm progresses, 
remember the do’s and 
don’ts of debris burning: 

When... 

• When the weather’s 
wrong, don’t burn. If it’s 
windy, sparks can fly. 
If it’s dry, flames can 
spread. 

• When a burn ban is 
in effect, heed it. Ken¬ 
tucky is under a burn 
ban each year in the dri¬ 
est months. Sites within 
150 feet of wooded areas 
are allowed fires only in 
evening hours, between 
6:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m. 
The yearly ban periods 
are Oct. 1 through Dec. 
15 and (now in effect) 
Feb. 15 through April 30. 
Also, check local ordi¬ 
nances for any special 
restrictions. 

What... 

• Have the proper 
equipment ready. Be 
ready to drown the fire 
with water from an ad¬ 
equate source or bury it 
with a shovel. 

• If possible, have ad¬ 
ditional assistance with 
you. 

How... 

• Before burning 
contact your local fire 


department and advise 
them of your intent. 

• Choose a bum lo¬ 
cation that is not under 
trees or other overhead 
hazards. 

• Be sure it is not near 
utility lines, some of 
which may be buried out 
of sight. 

• Separate debris into 
small, manageable bum 
piles. 

• Locate bum piles an 
adequate distance from 
one another, and from 
structures. 

• Make sure a radi¬ 
us of at least 10 feet is 
cleared around a bum. 

• Stay with the fire. 
Watch continuously un¬ 
til it is completely out. 

• If the wind rises 
or the fire seems to be 
spreading, put it out im¬ 
mediately.

Spring tips for a 
healthy lawn 


Having a healthy 
lawn not only boosts 
curb appeal, but it also 
releases more oxygen 
into the air, absorbs 
carbon dioxide and 
other toxins, cools the 
environment, purifies 
water, reduces erosion 
from wind and water, 
and provides a buffer 
zone around properties 
to help fend off fire. In 
addition, neuroscien¬ 
tists at the University of 
Queensland say freshly 
mowed grass can act as 
a stress reliever. 

Whether property 
owners want to be the 
envy of the neighbor¬ 
hood, do something 
good for the environ¬ 
ment, or create a patch 
of green to relax and 
unwind, here are five 
ways to show a lawn 
some love: 

Aerating: Lawns can 
benefit from the pro¬ 
cess of aeration to allow 
moisture to penetrate to 
the roots and for air to 
circulate. This process 
encourages new growth 
and rejuvenates existing 
growth. 

Dethatching: Lay¬ 

ers of stems, roots, cut¬ 
tings, and other debris 
build up on a lawn re¬ 
stricting moisture and 
air from making its way 
into the soil. Breaking 


up the thatch with spe¬ 
cial equipment and re¬ 
moving offending thatch 
can encourage a thicker, 
more vibrant lawn. 

Watering: Watering 
frequency differs be¬ 
tween types of grass, 
but on average, about 
an inch of water weekly 
from rain or irrigation is 
enough. Experts recom¬ 
mend watering during 
the early morning hours 
typically between 6 a.m. 
and 8 a.m. Make sure 
your irrigation system 
is checked and working 
properly in preparation 
for the coming summer 
months. 

Cutting: Although 

golf courses boast beau¬ 
tiful, low-cut lawns, cut¬ 
ting a lawn too short is 
not healthy. A normal 
lawn should have the top 
one-third of the blades 
cut. Be sure to use sharp 
blades since uneven cuts 
with dull blades can lead 
to browning of the lawn. 

Fertilizing: Various 
types of lawns have dif¬ 
ferent fertilizer needs. 
Often, adding a slow- 
release fertilizer helps 
fortify lawns against the 
elements and nourish 
healthy growth. Check 
with your extension 
agent if not sure which 
type to choose or when 
to apply.

Cattlemen need 
to watch out for 
Grass Tetany 

Grass tetany is also 
known as grass stag¬ 
gers, lactation tetany 
or hypomagnesemia. 
Grass tetany is a meta¬ 
bolic disorder caused 
by reduced magnesium 
levels in the animals’ 
blood. 

In general, the condi¬ 
tion affects older, early 
lactation cows, but 
it can also affect dry 
cows, young cows and, 
in rare cases, growing 
calves. 

Cattlemen should 
watch out for cattle that 
show symptoms such 
as nervousness, lack of 
coordination, muscle 
spasms and stagger¬ 
ing. This may lead to 
convulsions, coma and 
death. If you suspect 
cattle are showing signs 
of grass tetany, you need 
to contact a veterinarian 
because early treatment 
can save animals. 

While grass tetany 
can occur in fall and 
winter, it most fre¬ 
quently occurs in spring 
with young, cool-sea- 
son grasses and small 
grains that are utilized 
as forage. 

While there may not 
be a higher incidence of 
the problem this year, 
managing it may be 
more economically sig¬ 
nificant than past years. 


The high-value of 
beef cattle this year 
makes managing the 
risk of grass tetany 
even more impor¬ 
tant from an econom¬ 
ics point of view. Cull 
cows are currently in 
excess of $ 100 per him- 
dredweight and feed¬ 
ers are around $1,000 
to $1,200 per head. So, 
minimizing the risk is 
relatively inexpensive 
and definitely worth the 
cost. 

Feeding magnesium 
or ‘high-mag’ mineral 
supplements is the best 
way to reduce the oc¬ 
currence of grass tet¬ 
any. Most feed stores 
carry the supplements. 
Ideedly producers need 
to start feeding those 
supplements 30 days 
before spring grass 
growth. A free-choice 
high mag mineral, with 
a target intake of 4 
ounces, should contain 
12 to 15 percent mag¬ 
nesium from magne¬ 
sium oxide.

Spring is prime time 


for trophy bass 


A winter back-loaded 
with cold, snow and high 
water can make the sea¬ 
son’s stay seem unusu¬ 
ally long and especially 
harsh. 

The first warm days 
of the year never come 
soon enough. But when 
they do, a feeling of eu¬ 
phoria sweeps over an¬ 
glers because springtime 
offers some of the year’s 
best opportunities for 
trophy largemouth bass. 

“Fall is a great op¬ 
portunity to catch a big 
one, but your best shot 
at the biggest bass of the 
year or your life is right 
now,” said Geoff Rob¬ 
erts, a conservation edu¬ 
cator with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources and 
an avid bass angler. 

The longer periods of 
daylight and the warm¬ 
ing water temperatures 
of springtime tell large- 
mouth bass that it’s time 
to move shallow. 

It’s also at this time 
when the big bass are at 
their heaviest, especially 
ravenous females that 
must pack on weight in 
preparation for spawn¬ 
ing. 

Kentucky boasts nu¬ 
merous lakes that hold 
“good” to “excellent” 
populations of large- 
mouth bass. In its annual 
Fishing Forecast, Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
classified almost 40 fish¬ 
eries in those two cat¬ 
egories. 

Anchoring the list of 
“excellent” largemouth 
bass options are Ken¬ 
tucky Lake and Lake 
Barkley in the west and 
Barren River Lake in the 
southwest. 

Also making the cut 
were 760-acre Beshear 
Lake in Caldwell and 
Christian counties; 
8,270-acre Cave Run 
Lake in Bath, Menifee, 
Rowan and Morgan 
counties; and 784-acre 
Cedar Creek Lake in 
Lincoln County; 32-acre 
Fishpond Lake in Letch¬ 
er County; 767-acre Lake 
Malone in Muhlenburg, 
Todd and Logan coun¬ 
ties; 169-acre Wilgreen 
Lake in Madison County 
and 36-acre Spurlington 
Lake in Taylor County. 

Fish population sur¬ 
vey work conducted by 
fisheries biologists last 
May on Cedar Creek 
Lake found vast num¬ 
bers of 19- to 21-inch 
largemouth bass. 

There is a one-fish 
daily creel and 20-inch 
minimum size limit on 
the lake. Anglers have 
been catching bass in 
the creeks, and the ar¬ 
eas around the KY 1770 
bridge and mid-lake boat 
ramp near old U.S. 150 
are two proven spots in a 
lake full of them. 

“The number of re¬ 
ally large fish is im¬ 
pressive,” said John 
Williams, southeastern 
fisheries district biolo¬ 
gist with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “The area 
by the U.S. 150 ramp has 
a lot of cover and shal¬ 
low water with access to 
deep water.” 

Wilgreen Lake’s bass 
population stood out in 
last year’s research in 
the northeastern fisher¬ 
ies district. It yielded 
good numbers of fish 
over 15 inches and 20 
inches, but bass don’t 
have to search hard for 
food with gizzard shad 
prevalent in the lake. 

“You can fish pretty 
much across the whole 
dam on that lake,” said 
Tom Timmermann, 
northeastern fisheries 
district biologist with 
Kentucky Fish and Wild¬

life. “We see some nice 
fish across the dam. That 
would be a nice place 
to try. If you’re fishing 
Wilgreen, Lake Reba is 
just on the other side of 
Richmond. It has nice 
numbers of fish over 15 
inches as well, and half 
of that is bank acces¬ 
sible. Those two lakes 
being the size that they 
are, it might make for a 
good day to fish one in 
the morning and then try 
to fish the other in the 
evening.” 

Grayson Lake in Cart¬ 
er and Elliott Counties 
showed improvement 
last year, earning the 
1,512-acre reservoir up- 
and-comer status in this 
year’s Fishing Forecast. 

“There are some nice 
fish in there, but it’s a 
tricky lake to fish,” Tim¬ 
mermann said. “Gray¬ 
son Lake and Cave Run 
aren’t that dissimilar 
in the fact that they’re 
deep, clear, eastern Ken¬ 
tucky mountain lakes. If 
you don’t put your time 
in to learn your spots 
you could struggle. But 
those guys that know 
what they’re doing on 
Grayson tend to have 
fun with it.” 

Bass typically start to 
move shallow when the 
water temperature rang¬ 
es from 55 to 65 degrees 
with farm ponds and 
smaller lakes warming 
up first. 

Good lures to have 
on hand in early spring 
are jig and trailer com¬ 
binations, spinnerbaits, 
square-billed and lipless 
crankbaits, suspending 
jerkbaits and other shad 
imitations. 

Try to intercept bass at 
spots that lead to spawn¬ 
ing areas, Roberts said, 
such as deeper points 
and the deeper stretches 
of banks that lead into 
embayments, creeks or 
a big pocket, and work 
back. 

Spring fishing is 
grateful fishing, and the 
thrill of an early spring 
reunion with the water 
never grows old. The 
pull of a trophy large¬ 
mouth bass only makes 
it better.

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George Ella Lyon named Kentucky Poet Laureate 


Gov. Steve Beshear 
has appointed Lexing¬ 
ton poet, author, lyricist 
and teacher George Ella 
Lyon as Kentucky poet 
laureate for 2015-16, the 
Kentucky Arts Council 
announced today. Lyon, a 
native of Harlan, will be 
formally inducted during 
a ceremony on Kentucky 
Writers' Day, April 24, at 
the Capitol Rotunda in 
Frankfort. 

Lyon is a graduate of 
Centre College, and holds 
a Master of Arts in Eng¬ 
lish from the University 
of Arkansas and doctor¬ 
ate in English from Indi¬ 
ana University. She has 
taught creative writing 
at Centre College, where 
she was twice a writer-in- 
residence; Transylvania 
University and the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky; and 
has been a visiting writer 
in Master of Fine Arts 
programs at Vermont Col¬ 
lege, Spalding University, 
Murray State University 
and Appalachian State 
University. She works in 
30 to 40 schools a year as 
a visiting author and is a 
frequent workshop leader 
for National Writing Proj¬ 
ect affiliates. 

"From her immense 
collection of poetry to her 
work as a teacher, George 


Ella Lyon's work is a por¬ 
trait of Kentucky heritage 
and tradition," said Gov. 
Beshear. "The Common¬ 
wealth is fortunate to have 
a writer like George Ella 
Lyon living and teaching 
within our borders, and 
I am proud to name her 
the Commonwealth's next 
poet laureate." 

Lyon said part of her 
mission during her tenure 
as poet laureate will be to 
continue to make poetry 
accessible to the general 
population. 

"I'm always trying to 
help people hear their 
own voices, their own 
stories and know that 
those matter; that they 
have weight and beauty 
and that they are worth 
sharing," she said. "Part 
of that is listening deeply 
to what people write or 
the questions they ask. 


Many people are afraid of 
poetry because they don't 
understand it. I hope to 
reach past that and wel¬ 
come them, and that they 
infuse poetry into their 
everyday language and 
hear the poetry in their 
everyday speech." 

The experience of 
growing up in Harlan 
surrounded by extended 
family and their stories 
helped Lyon develop her 
voice as a writer. She has 
never forsaken her Ap¬ 
palachian roots, which 
figure prominently in 
much of her work. Lyon 
has written more than 40 
books, including the po¬ 
etry collections "Moun¬ 
tain," which won the La¬ 
ment Hall Award in 1983, 
and "Catalpa," which was 
named Appalachian Book 
of the Year in 1993. Her 
collections also include 


"She Let Herself Go" and 
"Many-Storied House;" 
and the poem "Where I'm 
From," which was fea¬ 
tured on the PBS program 
"The United States of Po¬ 
etry" and has been used 
around the world as a 
writing model for poetry. 

The Kentucky poet lau¬ 
reate promotes the literary 
arts in Kentucky through 
readings of her work at 
meetings, seminars and 
conferences across the 
state. Since 1995, the po¬ 
sition has been appointed 
by the governor and is 
coordinated by the state 
arts agency. Lyon suc¬ 
ceeds poet laureate Frank 
X Walker, who was ap¬ 
pointed in 2013. 

Lyon says poetry is 
her principal discipline.
